UP TO SUPREME COURT 


Federal Government Appeals, 
Seeks Right to Collect Levy 
on Income. 


WASHINGTON, March 25 (AP). 
—The Government raised another 
question as to its right to tax in- 
come heretofore held exempt by 
asking the Supreme Court today 
to rule it may levy on the salary of 
a Federal Judge. 

This question was placed before 
Justices who may announce on 
Monday whether a state can tax 
the income of employes of Federal 
agencies. The Government backed 
the states on this issue. 

President Roosevelt has asked 
Congress for legislation permitting 
reciprocal taxation of employes of 
federal land state governments. 
The House has passed the measure 
and it has been approved by the 
Senate Finance Committee, At pres- 
ent, the Federal Government does 
not tax state salaries and the 
States do not tax Federal salaries. 

The Government appeal today 


was from a decision by the United 
States District Court in Nebraska 
holding unconstitutional an attempt 
to tax the $12,500 salary received in 
1936 by Joseph W. Woodrough of 
Omaha, a member of the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals for 
that area.

By the first of this month, bills 
restricting union activities—all of 
them modeled more or less on the 
Oregon law—had been introduced in 
46 states. The late Gov, Fitzgerald 
of Michigan sponsored one. So did 
Gov, Harold Stassen of Minnesota. 
Utah is considering a drastic meas- 
ure. Even Wisconsin, which under 
the long sway of the La Follettes 
was more generous toward labor 
than even liberal Oregon, has not 
one, but two such proposed laws 
before its Legislature in Madison. 
The outstanding thing about the 
law is that it was adopted 
by a Legislature, but by pop- 
gar initiative last November by a 
yote of 197,771 to 148,460. The cul- 
mination of four years of union 
meketeering and labor strife—years 
of pitched battles, idle mills, price- 
rigging deals and millions and mil- 
jions lost—the measure is merely 
gtitied “A Bill Regulating Picket- 
ingand Boycotting by Labor Groups 
j Organizations.” 


However, it outlaws all industrial 
disputes except those between an 
employer and the majority of his 
workers. This hamstrings the rel- 
atively small craft unions of the A.

Bars Jurisdictional Strikes.

F. L, feud, which was particu- 
Mytiriy bitter in Oregon, it makes it 
possible for an employer to outlaw 
almost any strike. He needs only 
ahandful of loyal employes to form 
aunion of their own and a legiti- 
mate dispute becomes an outlawed 
jurisdictional quarrel, Say, for ex- 
ample, that a lumber mill employs 
100 persons. A dispute arises over 
wages or hours, and 950 of the 

employes join in a strike. If 

a few of the remaining 50 can 
be “organized” as a rival union, the 
trike can be scotched. 

Sympathy strikes, secondary pick- 
ting and strikes for union recog- 
nition are forbidden. Only wages, 
hours and working conditions are 
Megarded, under the law, as legiti-: 
Mate cau@ts of disagreement. 

Back-to-work movements, feared 
by unions as an effective strike- 
breaking device, are insured by the 
law's provision safeguarding a 
man's right to work for an em- 
ployer of his own choosing.

Virtually Bars 
Right to Strike

union. The A. F. of L. countered 
with a boycott on ClO-handled 
lumber. This meant a general halt 
of activities in all allied fields. Un- 
employment spread quickly. Busi- 
ness firms lost heavily. 

Violence marked the boycott. 
Rosser is now serving 12 years in 
the state penitentiary for arson in 
a $90,000 lumber yard fire. The 
authorities arrested 120 of his 
strong-arm men. Of these 69 
pleaded guilty to various charges, 
including arson and assault and 
battery. Eleven others have been 
convicted so far. 

But before the racketeers met 
their Waterloo some business men 
recognized their power and decid- 
ed to profit by it. Agreements 
were made with the teamsters to 
maintain prices. A brewery, for 
example, could not have its beer 
moved, although it hired union 
men and paid union wages, be- 
cause it was selling it below the 
established price. 

When Reaction Set In. 

A reaction set in. Other unions 
disowned the teamsters. Rank and 
file members of the teamsters’ un- 
ion began to sign the initiative pe- 
titions, especially when an audit 
of their books for 1937 showed the 
union officials had spent $42,434 
without an accounting. 

The signatures of 8 per cent of 
the registered voters—almost' the 
same as Missouri’s requirement of 
8 per cent of the voters in at least 
two-thirds of the State’s congres- 
sional districts—were soon obtained 
to place the proposed labor law on 
the ballot. This was speeded up 
when the impression was’ given 
that this was a movement of 
farmers, indignant because’ the 
teamsters had made it impossible 
for them to get their crops to 
market. 

It was the exposure of this 
“farmers’ revolt” that caused much 
of the current disapproval of the 
new law. The initiative was pro- 
moted by “The Associated Farmers 
of Oregon,” but the post-election ac- 
counting of campaign expenditures 
showed that of the $32,440.65 spent 
in behalf of the measure, $32,336 
came from the Oregon Business 
Council. The “farm movement” 
proved to have been the work of 
W. W. Knight, attorney for an in- 
dustrial association, and former 
Mayor George Baker of Portland. 
Thoughtful business and _ civic 
leaders today are hoping that the 
Legislature will modify the labor 
law adopted by voters under the 
initiative. They feel union excesses 
must be controlled, but that a less 
drastic measure will be more ef- 
fective in the long run. They say 
the people voted against racketeer- 
ing and not for the suppression of 
unions. Therefore they now favor 
a law more in harmony with the 
Oregon tradition that made the 
State a pioneer in minimum wage 
and maximum hours legislation, 
workmen's compensation and anti- 
injunction laws, and that caused 
the Manufacturers’ and Merchants’ 
Association of Oregon to continue 
to observe the 1912 minimum wage 
law despite the fact that such leg- 
islation was held invalid by the 
United States Supreme Court in 
1923.

EPISUOPAL CATHEDRAL 
ULI MEMORIAL LAMPS 


Widow of Dr. H. G. Mudd Pre- 
sents Ecclesiastical Light- 
ing System. 


An unusual ecclesiastical light- 
ing system has been presented to 
Christ Church Cathedral by Mrs. 
Margaret Clark Mudd as a memo- 
rial te her husband, Dr. Harvey 
Gilmer Mudd, eminent surgeon, who 
died Aug. 16, 1933. 

It is anticipated that the lights, 
which supplant the present equip- 
ment, may be intalled before the 
annual flower service April 23. The 


new system comprises 16 hanging 
lamps designed in dull pewter deco- 
rated with gold leaves and em- 
bellished with red. It cost about 
$4000. 

Fourteen lamps, each 13 feet over 
all, will be hung in the nave, one 
in each of five arches on both sides 
and the others in the transept. Two 
smaller fixtures will be placed in 
the balcony. The lamps, designed 
by the architectural firm of Nagel 
& Dunn, presented the problem 
of creating fixtures which would 
not only harmonize with the classic 
interior of the Cathedral but appear 
in proper proportion within a 
structure which is unusually nar- 
row and high. 

Three distinct lighting effects are 
embodied in each fixture. They 
contain a circle of nine candles, sur- 
mounting a ring which conceals 12 
of each in a transluscent bowl. 

The design of the pendant fix- 
tures embodies alternate crowns 
and miters in the top canopies. All 
but two terminate in tassels. The 
pair to be placed at the west end 
of the Cathedral bear Mr. Mudd’s 
initials. 

The following inscription is to be 
carved on the stone south wall near 
the west entrance: 

“These lamps are hung in this 
Cathedral by Margaret Clark Mudd 
to the Glory of God and in grateful 
memory of Harvey Gilmer Mudd, 
beloved physician who spread light 
and love along his way.”

Russia with her 13,000,000 trained 
men, backing up Czecho-Slovakia 
with her excellent and highly 
trained army of 1,000,000 men en- 
trenched in well-devised and con- 
structed forts in the mountains. 
The latter are now eliminated, but 
France, Russia and Britain, with 
her fleet the greatest in Europe, 
remain. 
America in Background. 


One of the potent new factors 
with which Hitler has now to deal 
is the entrance of Russia effective- 
ly into the anti-Nazi confederation. 
But there is another in the back- 
ground, though less in the back- 
ground than it was before the 
crushing of the Czech republic— 
the mighty power of America. Ger- 
many knows already what the in- 
tervention of the United States 
may mean. 

Poland also will count. She is 
less pro-German than she was six 
months ago. She is thoroughly ter- 
rified by these last coups. Her ar- 
my is by no means negligible; she 
could call at least 2,000,000 trained 
men to her colors. If Rumania were 
attacked, Poland would not tame- 
ly await her turn for Hitler to 
organize pretexts for intervention 
among her large German popula- 
tion in the Corridor and in Sile- 
sia. 


If. Britain and France take ad- 
vantage of the new spirit of co-op- 
eration among menaced countries 
frightened by the annexation of 
Czecho-Slovakia, and great demo- 
cratic countries indignant at so 
flagrant a crime against interna- 
tional right and good faith, there 
will be surprises to upset the world 
and the dictators will be compelled 
to halt in their swaggering march 
against liberty. 


And Mussolini. 


I hesitate to offer any opinion 
as to what that incalculable man, 
who is the real leader of the Ger- 
man people, may or may not do. 
The advancing threat to the Ru- 
manian boundaries has been fully 
pressed to wring generous terms 
for Germany in the Rumanian eco- 
nomic pact, but I cannot see Hitler 
committing himself to so rash an 
enterprise as the invasion of a 
country which has Russia for its 
neighbor. It would convert a 
rapprochement between Russia and 
the democracies of the West into 


There remains Mussolini. So far 
he has preserved a Hitlerian silence. 
Up to the present the _ realized 
profits of the alliance with Ger- 
many have gone entirely to Hitler. 
Ethiopia still is a liability and so is 
Spain. Will Mussolini be satisfied 
with useful but small and undra- 
matic concessions from France? 


If so, peace is assured with Italy. 
The duce is in a very tight place. 
As a very influential member of the 
Italian Fascist Council is rumored 
to have said: “You cannot make 
war with the king, the church and 
the people against it.” Mussolini 
may therefore find that moderation 
is the truest courage and the surest 
victory.

ON U. 5. TAX EXPLAINED 


Aimed Chiefly at Racketeers in 
Case Income Figures 
Are Not Clear.

WASHINGTON, March 25.— 
There is puzziement among certain 
taxpayers in the upper brackets 
who did not this year receive Form 
962 of the Internal Revenue Serv- 
ice of the Treasury Department, 
though they received it last year 
and, in some cases, after congult- 
ing their attorneys, refused to an- 
swer its questions. 

Form 962 requires a statement 
of net worth, under oath, supple- 
monetary to the taxpayer’s ordi- 
nary return, with a detailed de- 
scription of assets and liabilities at 
the beginning and end of the taxa- 
ble year. It calls for statements of 
cash, stocks, bonds, mortgages, real 
estate holdings, leases or leaseholds, 
business and non-business proper- 
ties, partnership interests, etc. It 
was sent in 1938 to numerous tax- 
payers whose wealth was estimated 
to exceed $100,000. 

A spokesman for the Treasury 
said today that Form 962 is not au- 
thorized by the Revenue Acts, but 
is a department regulation, and is 
still in force. It was sent only to 
those taxpayers whose returns ap- 
peared to be insufficiently informa- 
tive, and was particularly designed 
for racketetrs, whose assets and 
income are often shrouded in mys- 
tery. 

“The statement has not been 
used,” the spokesman continued, 
“when it was found possible to de- 
termine income without it. The 
form is still available, and is em- 
ployed by revenue agents as a sup- 
plement to the taxpayer’s return. 
If the return does not supply ade- 
quate information, the agent has 
authority to require a net worth 
statement to be filled out.” 

In two places, under the head of 
assets, the form calls for detailed 
information as to stock ownership 
in personal holding companies and 
controlled corporations. It requires 
descriptions of holdings in seven 
types of Government securities, 
whether taxable or not, and of 
State and municipal bonds, which 
are exempt from Federal taxation. 
Under liabilities, it demands a 
statement of accounts and notes 
payable to relatives and personal 
holding companies, 

If fewer net worth forms were 
sent out this year than last, it was 
added, the reason probably was 
that more returns were satisfac- 
torily made out. Moreover, the 
Treasury in 1938 made a mistake of 
dispatching too many of these net 
worth statements, and has now re- 
duced the number. 

The forms, concluded the spokes- 
man, were never a “fishing expedi- 
tion” of the Treasury for detailed 
information on the net worth of the 
rich, but merely a device for sup- 
plementing returns which ap- 
peared incomplete. It was admit- 
ted that the Treasury failed to act 
in some cases when taxpayers re- 
fused to fill out the statements on 
advice of their attorneys that 
there is nothing in the law to com- 
pel them to do so. 

“A Treasury regulation has the 
force of law,” the informant de- 
clared. “But in many instances we 
did not wish to make an issue of 
the matter with taxpayers obvious- 
ly reputable. Against racketeers 
the net worth statements are still 
being wielded with rigor.”

ON “CANCER CONTROL MONTH” 


Calls on Citizens to Co-operate in 
April Campaign Against the 
Disease. 

The month of April was designat- 
ed as “Cancer Control Month” in a 
proclamation issued yesterday by 
Mayor Dickmann in which he 
urged all citizens to co-operate with 
the American Society for the Con- 
trol of Cancer to fight the disease. 

“The most significant fact about 
cancer,” the proclamation said, “is 
that in its early stages it may be 
cured. If present medical knowl- 
edge was used in its fullest degree 
about one-third or one-half of those 
now dying could be saved. 

“If physicians are to save thou- 
sands of lives, however, our citizens 
must learn to have annual com- 
plete physical examinations and to 
seek promptly the advice of the 
family doctor as soon as symptoms 
which may mean cancer appear.”

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NET-WORTH STATEMENT|Frederick H. Ecker; He Has

with a hint that “I expect to do a 
little better than I am doing now.” 
On May 7, 1883, Frederick Ecker, 
at the age of 16, for the first time 
boarded the Williamsburg ferry as 
a Metropolitan employe. The Brook- 
lyn Bridge was nearing completion. 
One of his duties was to place in 
racks at night the registers which 
clerks had written by hand during 
the day. Stenographers, as well as 
telephones, were almost unknown. 
At the end of the first week he 
peered into his pay envelope and 
with inexpressible joy discovered 
four $1 bills. Speaking at the 1933 
convention of Metropolitan field 
agents, in New York, Ecker was 
not quite sure whether this repre- 
sented a raise of 26 or 331-3 per 
cent, 

He entered night school classes 
in arithmetic and accountancy. 
Then he undertook real estate law, 
which led him to a partial course 
in general law. He did not com- 
plete it, or attempt the New York 
bar examination, but there is a say- 
ing at the Metropolitan that he is 
the best lawyer in the company. 
He read considerably in the En- 
glish classics, and was an enthui- 
ast of Milton’s “Paradise Lost.” For 
mental recreation he turned to pen- 
ny dreadfuls of the “Old Sleuth” 


hundreds. Something of that taste 
has persisted. Outside financial 
literature and biography, his favor- 
ite reading today is detective novels. 
A book of this species reposes every 
night beside his bed. FE. Phillips 
Oppenheim is his pet author. 

He trolled a lusty first bass in 
various singing societies, and ac- 
quired a love for old-fashioned 
operas, “with a tune.” He partic- 
ularly admires “Aida.” At the men- 
tion of Verdi’s masterpiece, his head 
was flung back. For a moment or 
so the compartment, more used to 
discussions of fabulous millions, re- 
sounded with the opening measures 
of “Celeste Aida.” 


Passion for Athletics. 

He looks today 20 years younger 
than his age—a fact which he 
ascribes to an early and consuming 
passion for athletics. As soon as 
he could afford it, he joined a gym- 
nasium, and often ran 10 miles on 
a cinder track before going to 
work in the morning. Later he 
took up tennis, and at 40 learned 
golf. Until recently it was his habit 
to dispatch 36 holes very day he 
played. The score, in his prime, 
was almost professional, for it was 
in the lower 70s. Even now he is 
exasperated if it goes above 90. 

His night school studies and in- 
dustry, which did not balk at hours 
from 8 a. m. to 9 p. m., attracted 
notice from his superiors. He was 
aiming at a bookkeeper’s job, but 
his first promotion was to be as- 
sistant to the manager of the Metro- 
politan’s real estate section. There 
he made himself a foremost author. 
ity on New York City land values.

In 1905, the Metropolitan decided 
to place in Ecker’s hands supervi- 
sion of all its financial operations, 
and created the office of comptrol- 
ler. A year later, it established 
for him the post of treasurer. He 
was 40 years old. He became a 
director in 1909, vice-president in 
1919 and the company’s fifth presi- 
dent in 1929. So that he might con- 
tinue to serve as chief executive 
officer, the office of chairman of 
the board was set up for the first 
time in March, 1936. 

When the Metropolitan was mu- 
tualized in 1915, the task fell upon 
Ecker of persuading its stockown- 
ers to sell to the company for $6,- 
000,000 their holdings with a face 
value of $2,000,000.

INDUSTRY AND TRADE 
SHOW GAINS IN MARCH 


First Three Weeks of Month 
Reflect Rise After Slow 
Period in February. 


WASHINGTON, March 25 (AP). 
—The Federal Reserve Board re- 
ported today that industrial activ- 
ity and trade in the first three 
weeks of March scored “seasonal 
increases.” 

In February, the board said, in- 
dustrial activity held at the Janu- 
ary rate without the usual rise 
and retail trade increased less than 
seasonally. 

The board’s seasonally adjusted 
index declined in February to 98 
per cent of the 1923-25 average. In 
January the index stood at 101 and 
in February, 1938, it was 79. 

In the steel industry, the board 
said, activity did not show the usual 
advance in February, remaining at 
about 54 per cent of capacity. In 
the first three weeks of March, 
however, production climbed to 56 
per cent, 

There was some decline in auto- 
mobile assemblies in February fol- 
lowing a period of considerable in- 
crease, but output was in somewhat 
larger volume in the first three 
weeks of this month. Output of 
lumber and plate glass continued 
to decrease in February, while ce- 
ment production, which had been 
curtailed in January, increased con- 
siderably.

But as I walked about these colorless, dusty, dun-hued 
blocks today, it was all but impossible to imagine that once these 
Sitects teemed with’ people; that there were from 500 to 1000 dance 
hall girls in each block; that the cabarets, now padiocked and crum- 
bling, were once as sinister as they were gay.

@ TODAY THESE TWO BLOSKS are a bleak conglomeration of 
auto repair shops, vacant buildings, a half dozen cheap restaurants 
and beer parlors, a sausage factory, a Chinese laundry and a barber 
thop.

“It pgpbably began the first night 
he came home tired and sneered, 
‘Whaddja boil in this soup, an old 
boot?” One thing led to another 
and finally to the scrub mop. You 
know the road to the divorce court 
is paved with trivial troubles. The 
trusty old schooner Matrimony 
will ride out’ the big blows, such as 
financial difficulties, only to wreck 
herself on the shoals of scolding, 
bickering and nagging.” 

The 46,000 cases over which 
Judge Sabath has presided in his 
30 years on the bench have not 
dulled his horror at divorce; in- 
stead he has grown more outraged 
at a social system in which one in 
every seven marriages ends in di- 
vorce. 

The trouble, the Judge says, is 
that marriage is no longer sacred. 
It’s something of a joke. The old 
sense of responsibility to ‘society is 
gone. Young people get full of 
synthetic romance and rum, get 
married on a dare, and then get 
a divorce, A young girl marries a 
fellow on whom she is not entirely 
sold with the mental reservation 
If I run across ‘something better 
later on, I'll get a divorce.’ A 
young couple has a couple of chil- 
dren and a couple of quarrels and 
they tell it to the Judge. 

If the Judge had his way, he’d 
start education on marriage in the 
eighth grade. He’d continue it 
through high school and college 
and teach young men and women 
that marriage is a lifetime respon- 
sibility and not a lark. He’d teach 
them, too, how to clear the hurdles 
that come up in married life— 
what the bride should do when her 
husband grumbles about the bis- 


when his bride takes seriously his 
crack about her new spring bonnet. 

“And then,” the Judge told me, 
“IT would, make the marriage and 
divorce laws universal. Medical 
examinations would be required; 
reasonable notice of intention to 
wed would be compulsory; and the 
license would be issued only in the 
state in which the prospective 
bride or groom lives. There would 
be no more of this skipping across 
the state line to the nearest mar- 
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riage mill and telling the divorce 
Judge two months later that you 
bet on the wrong horse. Divorce 
would be just as difficult in one 
state as in another. There would 
be no more advertising ‘easy di- 
vorce’ just to get tht business it 
brings into a state. There would 
be no more thriving on the misfor- 
tunes of others.”

Judges handled some divorce 
cases, but in that year Judge Sab- 
ath’s dream of a Court of Domestic 
Relations came true. And since that 
year his efforts in behalf of un- 
happy, mismated and unfortunate 
couples have made him known in- 
ternationally as an outstanding stu- 
dent of the divorce evil. He has 
visited Prague, Munich, Paris, Vi- 
enna and Berne, studying the di- 
vorce courts of those cities. At 
present he is working for a law 
to establish a court of reconcilia- 
tion, through which a couple must 


he says, “I can prove that I have 
affected some 3400 reconciliations. 
In practically every case where 
children are involved, I take the 
couple into my chambers for a pri- 
vate talk. Théy sit before my fire- 
place and listen to my canary bird. 
The wife eats my chocolates and 
the husband smokes my cigars. 
First we talk about the weather. 
Then we talk about their troubles. 
In 3400 cases I have been able to 
talk them out of divorce, In some 
cases I have had to cajole, in 
others argue, and in others scare. 
I do not deny that I use the chil- 
dren as a club to hold over their 
heads. Neither do I apologize for 
it. After all, it is not the wife who 
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pays, or the husband, when there 
is a divorce. It is the children— 
usually for the rest of their lives.” 

Often the Judge’s efforts have 
gone unappreciated. Husbands and 
wives have battled in his chambers 
and in one instance tne windows 
in his bookcases were smashed and 
the glass top on his desk was 
cracked. He has watched strong 
men cry to be taken back by their 
wives and women grow hysterica) 
because their husbands refused to 
forgive. But he counts the 3400 
reconciliations good pay for his 
pains. 

Under the law for which Judge 
Sabath is now working, Chicago 
would have a court of reconcilia- 
tion into which couples seeking a 
divorce would come before their 
complaint is filed and becomes pub- 
lic property. A lawyer would draw 
up the bill of complaint in the reg- 
ular manner, but the bill would 
be submitted to the Judge in charge 
of the reconciliation court and the 
Judge in turn send for the parties 
on the day set for the hearing. 

“It would then be the duty of 
the judge to ascertain the real 
trouble and attempt a reconcilia- 
tion,” Judge Sabath beamed, “If

to have some good stock, I certainly 
shall not pass up the opportunity 
to use it, which brings up the ques- 
tion when is a soup a good soup? 
The answer is simple. It’s the 
stock that gives body to a really 
good soup. 

The same point applies to pies. 
It's the crust that makes a pie. The 
filling—well, that’s easy. Of course, 
in any good-sized restaurant, there 
is usually an abundance of stock, 
both beef and chicken, but this is 
not so in the average home. It’s up 
to the housewife now whether she 
wants to get soup stock the easy 
way or burden herself with plenty 
of work and expense. 

Now supposing you have no 
canned consomme in the house, but 
instead a jar of beef extract. All 
you have to do is to melt two ta- 
blespoons of the extract of beef in 
a little boiling water and then add 
and stir it into two quarts of boil- 
ing water. 

Here is the recipe for cabbage 
soup: 

One and one-half pounds of beef 
and bones, two quarts cold water, 
one teaspoon salt, one bunch soup 
vegetables, one bay leaf, one-half 


| SUPPOSE that if you want towater, add salt and bring to boil- 


ing point. Boil briskly for five 
minutes, skimming the top of all 
froth. Add soup vegetables con- 
sisting of several stalks of celery 
and leaves, two carrots, one leek, 
one onion, several sprigs of parsley 
and bay leaf. Let simmer for three 
hours until a good soup stock is ob- 
tained. Strain stock into another 
sauce pan, discard vegetables and 
bones, To the strained stock add 
diced salt pork or ham bone, 
coarsely chopped cabbage and cara- 
way seeds and simmer for one hour. 
Season to taste with salt and pep- 
per and serve. Have a bowl of 
thick sour cream on the table and 
serve one or two tablespoons with 
each portion.

INCE this is a year for Westerns in the movies, it is just as well to 
have a good one now, to set a standard. That one is “Stagecoach,” 
at Loew's Theater, which shows what can be done when the com- 
bined artistic inspirations of producer, director and screenplay writer 


are used to the full extent. 


Walter Wanger produced it, John Ford directed it and Ford’s 
author-collaborator, Dudley Nichols, did the screenplay. “Stagecoach” 
emerges as a carefully cast, splendidly played and photographically beau- 
tiful picture. Its plot is only what we have come to call the “Grand 
Hotel” type of thing, with some native and geographical variations, but 
it holds an audience in its spell for an hour and a half. 

The time is the 1880s, the distance covered some 230 miles between

Slowly and without straining the narrative, Ford and Nichols de- 
velop the peril and tension necessary to make the adventure a thrilling 
one. Amusing incidents affecting the passengers, the birth of the baby at 
the second way station, romance between Miss Trevor and Wayne, help 


to keep interest at a high level even 


Taking advantage of the scenic 
background, Ford ever and again 
allows his cameras to survey the 
horizons serenely, while the mu- 
sical score keeps up the spirit of 
the journey and the horses plunge 
ahead through the desert. Al- 
though the exterior shots were 
made in Monument Valley in North- 
ern Arizona, and not in the South 
and Central parts of the state, 
where the action is laid, no one will 
quarrel over the substitution. For 
scenic interest is one of the film’s 
mmajor delights. 


When the Apache raid comes, it 
is handled with the fine detail and 
unhurried realism that is charac- 
teristic of Ford’s style in directing. 
And rescue by Uncle Sam’s cavalry 
boys is as thrilling as it ever has 
been. The picture goes of for a 
little while afterward, to clear up 
matters for Wayne and Miss Tre- 
vor, and ends with one of its awe- 
inspiring panoramas, a fine job all 
the way along.

A new Merrie Melody at the Am- 
bassador has enough original fool- 
ishness to be seen for its own sake. 
The batting average of these short 
subjects has been very good lately 
and they are rapidly becoming ri- 
vals of the Disney cartoons.

In place of Phillips Lord’s Seth

the presentation of documentary 
technique in dramatized form, is 
written around flood control and 
gives the Mississippi River a voice 
as it rolis past the farm of a fam- 
ily which undertook to curb. the 
mighty stream.

Williams and 
Bennett collaborated on two other 
documentary verse plays which 
were broaicast by the NBC—“Wind 
and Water,” which was concerned 
with technological unemployment, 
and “Festival,” a story of soil ero- 
sion. Williams directed his own 
translation of Corneille’s “The Cid” 
in the current Great Plays series. 
This afternoon, at 1:45, the QOn- 
ward Road series on KMOX will 
change its character to assume the 
form of a court of business inquiry 
in which representatives of man- 
agement, labor and the consuming 
public will testify as to their views 
about various local industries.

O. Douglas, chairman of the Se- 
curities and Exchange Commission, 
who has been appointed to the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt.

| Roosevelt for the Supreme Court seat va- 
cated by the retirement of Justice Louis D. 
Brandeis. Most recently from Connecticut, the 
chairman of the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission was born in Maine, Minnesota. He 
spent four childhood years in California, was 
educated at Yakima and Walla Walla, Wash- 
ington, and in 1922 went East by freight train 
to work his way through Columbia University, 
New York. Later for two years he worked with 
a New York law firm. From 1925 to 1927 he 
lectured at Columbia University, but by 1932 
had shifted to Yale Law School. He was Ster- 
ling professor of law there when appointed to 
the SEC in 1936. 

Douglas is the son of poor missionary par- 
ents, and worked for his education as farm 
hand, junk dealer, and janitor. His rise in the 
world after graduation was so rapid that now, 
at 40 years of age, he is the youngest man to 
have been appointed to the Supreme Court in 
more than a hundred years. Nearest in age 
to Douglas on the present court are Black, 53, 
Reed, 54, and Frankfurter, 56, all Roosevelt 
appointees.

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N THE famous assortment of ante-bellum homes at Natchez, 
Mississippi, there is one which is far from Seing typical of its 
time and place. It is Longwood, a six-story, 32-room “Mooris 

castle,” roughly circular in ground plan, surrounded by moss- 
draped live oaks. The mansion was begun late in the ‘50s by 
Dr. Haller Nutt, a wealthy planter with 800 slaves and, apparent- 
ly, an exotic taste inf architecture. After he had spent $100,000 
on the edifice and had ordered much expensive material from 
abroad, the Civil War broke out, whereupon his workmen 
dropped their tools and departed. They left Longwood walled, 
roofed and domed but the interior above the basement unfin- 
ished. The house has remained that way ever since—even tools 
and brushes have been left where they were put down—except 
that the basement was furnished as living quarters for the family. 
Many years ago the family moved away, but Merritt Ward, a 
grandson of Dr. Nutt, after serving in the World War, returned to 
Longwood and took up his abode in the lamp-lit basement, at- 
tended by a Negro servant. He left undisturbed the towering 
vacancy above, framed in rough lumber and somber shadows.

brother, James, succeeded him as the occupant of Longwood.

HEN Tony Sisti needed money to fi- 
\W/ nance an art show or a period of 
intensive work on his canvases, he 
returned to his old trade and put on a boxing 
bout. Last month he hurried from his one-man 
exhibit of 75 paintings at Argent Galleries, New 
York, to St. Nicholas Palace to finish off his 
opponent in the first round of a scheduled four- 
round match. Tony admits he is a lightweight 
boxer, but claims to be a heavyweight painter. 
The day after his first fight in nine years he 
conducted his life class as usual at the New 
York School of Applied Design for Women, 
then took a plane to his home in Buffalo, where 
he instructs art classes and does his painting. 
He is 37 years old, married, and the father of 
two girls.
